The Nobility are diſtinguiſh*d by the general Name 
of Peers of the Realm, or Barons of ENGLAND; 
for Dukes, Marquifles, Earls and Viſcounts, did an- 
tiently fit together in the King's Great Council of 
Parliament, as Barons, and in right only of their 
Baronies 3 wherefore by the general Nime of Barons 
of the Realm, and for the Baronage thereof, we un- 
derſtand the whole Body of the Nobility; the Par- 
lament Robes of the Dukes, differing nothing from 
the Barons, except that they wear the Guards upon 
their Shoulders, Three or Four Folds: For tho 
Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earls, and Viſcounts in their Cre- 
ations are attired with Ornaments of Silk and Velvet, 
yet in Parliament they uſe the fame that Barons do, 
made of Scarlet, with ſeveral differences of White 
Furs ſet as Fringes, or Edgings on their Shoulders; 
and notwithſtanding they fit in right of their Baronies, 
yet they take Place according to their ſeveral Digniries :

Neither is it found that any ſuch 
Thing as a Diadem was at all in uſe till the Tume of 
Conſtantine the Great; for before, the diſtinction wa 
ſome kind of Chaplet, or rather a White Silk Fillet 
about the Head, which was an ordinary way to di- 
Ringuiſh: And we read that Alexander the Gren 


took off his White Diadem to Cure the Madacks of 


Seleucus. 
The Firſt King of Eng land that was Crown'd with 
this Imperial Crown, floried and arch'd, was 
the Third; but ſome ſay Henry the Firſt, and indeed 
it is left in Diſpute: However, it is probable, 
that the Antienteſt Enſign of Regal 4 Was 
the Sceptre, which is every where ſpoken of both in 
Sacred and Prophane Hiſtory. 

There is another Enſign of their Authority, which 
is a Globe, or Mound with a Croſs, and has been in 
uſe amongtt us ever ſince Edward the Confeſſor's Time 
which is plac'd, or held in the Left Hand, as appem 
in moſt of their Antient Coins: The Crots denoting 
his Faith, the Globe his Empire by Sea and Land; & 
tis ſaid of Juſt inian the Emperor, who was the fil 
that ever us'd it. 

The Soveraign being Principium Caput & finis Par 
liamenti, may of their meer Will and Pleature Con 
voke, Adjourn, Remove, and Diſſolve Parliament 
and may like wiſe, to any Bill that has patſs* bol 
Houſes of Parliament, refuſe the Royal Aſſent, with 
out rendring any Account; and without the Roy 
Aſſent, a Bill is without any effect.

King Charles II. was by Order, not Creation, ad- 
mitted P. of Wales, had a Principality with the Earl.

The Prince by the Common Law, is reputed as the 
ſame Perſon with the King, and fo declar'd by the Sta- 
tute Temp. Hen. VIII. The Civilians ſay, the King's 
Eldeſt Son, during his Father's Life, may be ſtild King 
by the Law of Nations, becauſe he is ſo near a Rela- 
tion tothe Crown, that if his Father dies he is ipſo Me- 
mento Rex, tho he be not Crown'd. A known Cuſtom 
in Spain, and once allow'd in England to Henry, Son 
to King Henry II. notwithſtanding, he holds his Seig- 
niories and Principalities of the King, as. Subject to 
him, and is under the ſame Obedience. 

He has certain Priviledges above other Perſons, as to 
his Liveries, Apparel and the like; and he may retain 
as many Chaplains as he pleaſes, (whereas all the o- 
ther Nobility (except the Blood Royal) are reſtrain d to 
a certain Number) who may purchaſe Licenſe and 
Diſpenſation, and take or retain. two Parſonages or 
Benefices, with Cure of Souls. By the Statute of the 
25th of Edrard III. it is declar'd, That to compaſs or 
imagine the Death of the King's Eldeſt Son and Heir is 


High Treaſon ; and fo theStatute the 26th Hen. VIII. 


And ſo was the antient Common Law of this Realm. 
In the 17th of James I. it was declar'd, that the Chil- 
dren of the Kings of England, in whatſoever Parts 
they were Born, ſhouw'd be capacitated to bear the In- 
heritance of their Anceſtors. The Prince of Wales, 
before that Dominion, was incorporated with England, 
had Power and Authority to make Laws and Statutes, 
as amply as any of the antient Kings of the Country 
cou'd do. 

My Lord Cote tells us in his Seventh Part, that tho 
generally the Birth Place is obſerv'd, yet very often the 
Legiance and Obedience, cut of any Place of the King's 
Dominions, may make a Subject legally Born: For we 
fee by Experience frequently in Parliament, That Am- 
baſſadors, Merchants, and the King's Soldiers, do Sue 
there in ſuch Caſes to have their Children * 
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Likewiſe in the Articles confirm'd by Parliament, 
touching the Marriage of Queen , with Philip of 
Hein, in the firſt Part, a fpecial Clauſe was inſert- 
ed to t him from being Tenant by the Cour- 
teſie of the Crown, in caſe he ſhould have Iſſue by her 
and furvive, which was indeed Superfluous, becauſe 
the Common Law wou'd have denied it; as may be 
ſeen from the Lord Chancellor's Speech in the Caſe,

But if an Alien or Foreigner come into this Realm, 
and his Wife, Engliſh or Stranger, be here deliver'd, 
the Child, notwithſtanding bis Birth Place, is an Alien 
Born, for want of Allegiance in the Parents. ib. 

By the Statutes of 24, Hen. VIII. C. 24. a general Re- 
ſumption was made of many Liberties and Franchiſes, 
formerly granted or held from the Crown, as the 
Authority to Pardon Treaſon, Murder, Manſlaughter, 
and Felony; alſo Power to make Juſtices in Oyer 
Juſtices of Afſize, Juſtices of Peace, Goal Deliveries an 
the like; but this Statute leaves the King's Eldeſt Son 
only the Name and Title of Prince of Wales, but no 
other Juriſdiction than at the King's Pleaſure. | 

Nor is it unneceſſary to obſerve, that in ancient Time, 
and in the Time of the Engliſh Saxon Kings, the uſe 
was as well in penning of the Acts of Parliament as of 
the King's Letters Patents, when any Lands, Franchiſes 
or Hereditaments did paſs from the King of any Eſtate 
of Inheritance, as alſo in the Creations of any Man 
to Honour and Dignity, the Concluſion was with the 
Sign of the Croſs, in Form aforeſaid, his teſ ibus, but 
long ſince that Form hath been diſcontinued; fo that 
at this Day and many Years paſt, the Kings Patents 
for Lands, Franchiſes and Hereditaments, do conclude 
with teſte me ipſo, nevertheleſs in all Creations of Ho- 
nour and Dignity of Letters Patents, the anci:nt Form 
of concluding his teſtibas is uſed at this Day. 

And it hath been reſolv'd by the Judges of all 
Acts of Parliament and Statutes, which do concern 
the Prince who is the firſt begotten Son of the King, 
and Heir apparent to the Crown, for the Time be- 
ing perpetuis faturis temporibus, be ſuch Acts 3

the Judges and all the Realm muſt take Cogni- 
zance, as of General Statutes, for every Subject 
Intereſt in the King, and none of his Subjects who are 
within his Laws, are divided from him as he is Head 
and Soveraign, ſo that the Buſineſs and Things of the 
King do concern all the Realm, and namely when it 
doth concern the Prince, the firtt begotten Son of the 
King, and Heir apparent to the Crown. Altho' the 
Prince by his expreſs Words hath no Priviledge by the 
Great Charter of the Foreſt, 9 Hen. 3 Cap. 11. for hunt- 
ing in the King's Foreſts or Parks, paſhng by them, 
and ſent for by the King's Command, yet the Prince 
1s to take the Benefit and Advantage thereby, as well 
as the Earls, Baſhops or Deacons, who are exprels'd, 
Cromptons Courts des Fuſtices de Foreſt, 167. 

In the Parliament 31. Hem. 8. Cap. 10. An Act con- 
cerning the King's Children and Lords in the Parlia- 
ment and other Aſſemblics, was, among other things, 
made as followeth; that no Perſon or Perſons of what 
Degree, Eſtate or Condition- ſoever his or they be of, 
except only the King's Children, at any time hereafter, 
attempt to ſit or have Place on any ſide of the Cloth of 
Eſtate in the Parliament Chamber, whether his Maje- 
ſty be there per ſonally, preſent or abſent, the Prince 
ſhall not find Pledges for the Proſecution of any Action, 
and therefore ſhall not be amerc'd no more than the 
King or Queen ſhould be. The Prince is a diſtinct Per- 
fon from the King, he is a 12 and holdeth his 
Principalities and Scigniories of the King and fabje& 
to the Law of the Land as a Subject, and in Token of 
the Prince's Stcbjection, he doth not upon his poſie in 
his Arms, ditdain the Old Saxon Words (Ieh Dien) 
J ſerve — And there is a Caſe that Glaſcoine, 
Chief Juttice of England in the Time of Henry IV. did 
commit the Prince who wou'd have taken a Perſon 
from their Bar in the King's Bench, and the Prince did 
hambly ſubmit himſelf and go at his Command, and 
this did much rejoyce the King ta fee that he had a 
Judge fo bold to adiuiniſter Juſtice upon his Son, and 
that he had a Son ſo Gracious to obey his Laws. 
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Theſe being the moſt neceſſary Heads relating to the 
Prince of Wales, &c. and there being at preſent none 
of the Blood Royal to intervene : I ſhall here conclude 
with what relates to the Children of a Sovereign of 
Great Britain, and proceed with the other Degrees of 
Honour eſtabliſh'd by the Laws of England.

Edward III. in the Eleventh of his Reign, by which 
Creation, according to the Tenor of his Patent, the 
firſt born Sons of the Kings of England, are Dukes of 
Cornwall without any other Creation. A Duke is ſaid 
ta be fo calld 4 Ducendo, froni Leading; being at firſt 


always a General or Leader of an Army, and ſo choſen 


in the Field, either by caſting Lots, or by common 
Voice; which Leader the Saxons calFd an Herizog © 
But for many Ages it has been: a Digaity given by Kings 
and Princes to Men of great Blood and Merit. In ſome 
Countries to this Day, the Sovereign Princes are calld 
— as that of Savoy, Myxſcovy, Saxony, Florence,

All Nuble-men at their Creation, have Two Enſigns 
to ſignifie Two Duties, viz. Their Heads are adorn'd 
ad con ſulendum Regem & Patriam in Iempos e pacis; and 
they are Girt with Swords, ad efendendum Dominum 
Regen & Patriam in tempore Belli. The Chapcau, or 
Head Attire which Dukes were accuſtom'd to wear in 
Token of Excellency, is of a Scarlet Colour, Liwd or 
doubled Ermin. And now Marquiſſes, Earls, and 
Viſcounts plead the fame Cuſtom, as likewiſe for Co- 
ronets, which were alſo granted to. Barons by King 
Charles II. Vet with a ſeaſonable diflerencebaving only 
Four Pearls en the Rim of the Coronet, without any 

Itatiom at all-

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His Sword is girt about him, and his ſhort Cloak of 
Mantle over his Shoulder is guarded withFour Guards; 
his Coronets Gold, the Cap Crimſon, doubled Ermin, 
but not indented as thoſe of Blood Royal are ; and the 
Verge he holds in his Hand 1s alſo Gold. 

Dukes of the Blood, are reputed as Arch-Dukes, and 
are to have their Coronets compos'd of Crofles, and 
Flours de Lis, as other Dukes. 

The Dukes, Marquiſſes and Earls, at their Creati- 
ons, have a Sword put over their Shoulders, or girt 
about them, which the Viſcounts and Barons have 
not, 

A Duke may have in all Places cut of the King's or 
Prince's Preſence, a Cloth or Eftate, hanging down 
within half a Yard of the Ground, fo may his Dutcheſs 
who may have her Train born up by a Baroneſs : And 
no Earl without permiſſion from him, ought to waſh 
with aDuke. 

All Duke's Eldeſt Sone, by the Courteſie of Exgland, 
are from their Birth ſtil'd Marquiſſes, and the younger 
Sons Lords, and take Place of Viſcounts, but not fo 
priviledg'd by the Laws of the Land.

A Baron by Writ, is he unto whom a Writ of Sum- 
mons in the Name of the King is directed to come to 
the Parliament appointed, at a certain Time and Place 
tbe holden; and there with his Majeſty, the Prelates 
ind Nobility, to treat and adviſe about the weieh 
Affairs of the Nation, which Writ is much to the 
of the-afore-mention'd Writ, in the Title of Earl, and 
which kind of Writ is as well directed to the Birons of 
Tenure as by Creation by Patents ; but thoſe that are not 
Barons by Tenure, nor by Patent, and have only ſuch 
Writs, after the Receipt of ſuch Writ, and Place taken 
in Parliament accordingly, ought to enjoy the Name 
and Dignity of Barons. 2 p 
Touching the Antiquity of Barons by Writ only,and 
the firſt Inſtitution thereof, I find little or no mention 
before the Reign of King Henry the Toird, and there- 
fore I conceive that either the firſt, or at leaſt the firſt 
frequent uſe of fuch Barons, was had and devis'd 49 
Hen. 3. in cafe of Neceſſity, and upon a commendable 
Occaſion, for in the Diſorder between the King and 
hs Nobility in thoſe troubleſome Wars, where Seditions 
and Rebellions were ſtirt d up by them againſt the ſaid 
King, there were many great Butles fought to the 
Efuſon of much Blood, of which faid Rebellions the 
Right Honourable Simon Earl of Exeter was Ringleader, 
for the Defence of their Liberties, as pretended grant- 
ed by Magna Charta, and Charter of the Foreft, which 
ne even to this Day the Principil Grounds of the poſi · 
tive Law, and are the molt ancient Statutes now in 
uſe amoygſt us, and for the Defence of other Conſtitu- 
tons and Ordinances then made at Oxford, and after 
dirers Fields fought betwixt them at Northampton, 
Richeſter, Lewes, and other Places; laſt of all was the 
Cataſtrophe of that Tragedy fimiſh'd at Eveſham or 
Eſbam in Worceſterſhire, where the ſaid Earl was flain ; 
the King gain'd the 8 and the Rebellious Barons 
3 * 
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receiv'd their Overthrow ; upon which preſently en- 
fu'd the Parliament holden at Winckefter in Mawphi 
and afterwards at Weffminfter, where ſuch of the Barons 
as were flain in the Field againſt the Kiug, and fuch 
others of them as were taken Priſoners or made their 
Eſcape by flight, were to be attainted and diſinherited 
ol their Eſtates, and the Number of Barons who had 
continued faithful unto their Soveraign, being ſmall, 
it was deem d a neceflary Policy to ſupply the Number 
ofthe diminiſh d with other Perſons of known 
Worth, Wiſdom and Repute, by re: ſon whereof there 
were calFd at thoſe Parhaments the Abbots and ?riors 
of the Realm, as well thoſe that held not by Barons 
' ag others, and divers others of the moſt worthy Laity not 
holding by Barony, and theſe by means thereof were 
thenceforth Barons by Writ ; but certain of the ſaid Ab- 
bots andPriors which held not by Barony, and thought 
it a Burden to their Houſes, got themſelves upon Peti- 
tion afterwards to, be exempted, as by divers Record 
thereof remaining in the Chancery may appear. 

This moreover is to be noted, concerning the Writ of 
Summons to Puliament, that thoſe Writs in Form 
of their Directions are divers, ſome directed by fpecal 
Name of Barons, as Ne, Cc. Edmando Baroni de Staffard,

— Words and Lies againſt the Nobility, Pre- 
ates, and Gieit Men, in Publick Offices, as the Lad 
Chancęl lor or Keeper, the Lord Treaſurer, Lord Ste- 
ward of the King's Houſhold, the Judges, where 
Debates and Diſcord may ariſe between the faid Lords 

and Commons, to the great detriment of the Realm, 

if due Remedy be not provided; it is ſtrait ly Enafted 
upon grievous Pain to eſchew the faid Danyers and P> 

rils, that from thenceforth none preſume to tell or we 

=_ any Falſe and Scandalous News againſt any of the 
erſons aforeſaid, whereby Diſcord or any Slander 
might ariſe, and he that doth the fame ſhall incur the 
Puniſhment ordained by the Statute of Weſtminer, 
cap. 33 which wills, That he be taken and 1mprifou' 

- till he have found him that firſt Reported the fame. 
And further, by another Statute Anno 12. Richard, 
cab. 12. I: was Enacted, moreover, That when he 
faid Offender is taken and imprifoned. and cannot fund 
bim that firſt ſpake them, then he ſnall be puniſhed by 
the Advice of the Council; and to the intent that fuck 
evil diſpoſed Perſons which by their lewd Speeches 
and ſlandercus Words or Reports do endeavour to

may come to ſuffer for it.

And in the Statute made 24 Henry VIII. cap. 13. 
Entitled an Act for Reformation of Apparel, it. was 
permitted for Knights to wear a Collar of Gold, named 
the Collar of S. S. And though this Dignity -of 
Knighthood had its Original, and was given to Men 
of War and Prowefs, yet in all ſucceeding Ages, and 
in all Nations, the ſame 1s alſo beftowed upon Men of 
Peace, by the Sovereign Power to deſerving Perſons ;

This Great Officer hath not ſo great a Latitude of 
Power as the Conſtable of England had, yet is his 
Office of great Antiquity in England. He has proper- 
ly the Care of the Common Peace of the Land, in 
Deeds of Arms out of the Realm on Lind, and Mit- 
ters of War within the Realm; in molt of which he is 
guided by the Civil Laws, but yet, is not to do any

Nor is it unworthy Notice, how luxuriant the Au- 
tors, or Penmen of theſe Patents, in reſpect of the 
| onciſencſs of Antient Patents, have been in latter 
Days, by multiplying Words in them, which former 
Ages thought ſuperfluous, and even the Sages of the 
Law, who are the moſt knowing in what is ſufficient, 
ave anciently, and do (till reject them, and yet the 
luriſdifion and Privileges which are granted to thoſe 
of the Law, are little Inferior. to what is granted in 
theſe, whereas thoſe Patents do not contain, beſides 
the Names from the Sciatis to the Teſte, above Twelve 
Words, and theſe, by the redundancy of Sentences, 
at leaſt One Thouſand Two Hundred Words.

The Latin word for Proxee is Procurater, which is 
ſometimes Enghſh'd Proxee, and ſometimes Profts, 
according to the Employment of the Perton to wh 
it is apply d. 

Proxee in a Parliamentary Senſe is conſtantly ap 
ply'd to ſuch a Deputy or Subſtitute as is choſen ty 
any Lord Spiritual, or Lord Temporal, by Liceni 
firſt had from the King, in caſe of juſt occaſion al 
ledged for abſence, to ſupply his Deputy in the Ld: 
Houſe, and thereupon his Vote to be as ſignificant u 
all purpoſes, as if the abſent Lord were preſent ; and 
therefore the word Proxee may well be thought tot

Theſe Noble Proxees are, as I ſaid, licenfed by the 
King, upon the Petition or Requeſt of ſome Lord 
Spiritual, or Lord Temporal, and are not uſually 
made of Strangers, who are not Members of the Lords 
Houſe, nor of the Aſſiſtants of that Houle.

Of the Lord High Steward of England. 


He was antiently the Higheſt Officer of the Realm 
under the King; and his Power fo very Great, that 
it was though: not fir to Truſt it in the Hands of 
any private Subject; for his Office was Super videre 
S rezulare ſub Rege & immediate poſt Regem, totum Re- 


gnum temporibus pacis & gucrraram, as is expreſs d in 


an antient Record. 

Our common Lawyers ftiPd him Magnus Anglic 
ne ſchallas; otherwite call'd Lord High — or 
Vice-Roy ; for ſo the Word Steward imports in the 
Kon Tongur, fom Sede and Ward, Locum tenens, 
in French, Lieutenant ; and was the fame Officer with 
the Reicus Droſſet, that is Regni Vice-Rex in Sweden, 
the Sadt holder in Denmart, who is alſo call'd Vice- Roy, 
or Lieutanent du Roy, „ 

This Great Office was anciently Hereditarv, and the 
aſt that had it by Succeſſion, was Henry of Bolingbroke, 
Duke of Hereford, Son and Heir of Fohn of Gun, 
Duke of Lancafter , afterwards King of England by 
the Title of Henry IV. . which Tune they have

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been made only pro hac vice, to othciate either at a Co. 
ronation, or on the 1 of Peers in Treaſon, ot 
other Capital Offences, By Virtue of his Offce at the 
Coronation, he fats Judicially, and keeps his Court at 
Weſtminſter, where he receives all Petitions of thoſe who 
claim to do Service on that grand Day ; and to receive 
the Fees and Allowances due and accuſtom'd. 

On the Tryals of Peers, &c. he {its under a Cloth 
of State, and gives Directions for the Form and Man- 
ner of Froceeding, and afier Tryal rehearſes the Ver. 
dict of the Peers, and it. Guilty gives Judgment and 
Sentence on the Criminal, as the ancient High Stewards 
were wont to do. During his Stewardſhip he beam:

it, which ends his Commiſſion.

He is eftcem'd the Third Great Officer at Court,

a higher Employment and Power was heretofure 

iven. 
4 He has now the ordering and diſpoſal of all the 
King's Stables, Races, or Breed of Horſes, as he had 
heretofore of all the Poſts of England. He has likewiſe 
the Power of Equeries and Pages over the Footmen,

Soldiers, or Men profeſſing Arme, according to Ul- 
pianus, were Milites & Malitia, id oft, duritia; that 
is, were ſo nam' d in reſpect of the great Rardſhips they 
endure in Defence of other People. 

Faftinianns, for the uniting of Laws and Arms, ap- 
pointed an Officer, calPJ a Prætor, to Command both 
Martially and Civily; which Name the Romans con- 
tinu'd for their General of War, and by his Office and 
Authority both Martial and Civil; which ſeems fo 
intimate, that War cannot ſubſiit without the Aſſi- 
ſt ince of Law. And in former Ages, the greateſt Poli- 
ticians held that Knowledge and Power ought to be 
inſeparable; of which Opinion was Horace, who fays, 
Vis expers con/ilii male rnit ſua : And for the ſame Reaſon, 
other Learned Authors were induc'd to commend Va- 
hant Captzins, and prudent Counſelors, as it were in 
one Rank; for with Simonides they join'd Pan ſanias, 
with Craſſus, Solon, and with Pericles, Anazagoras. 

Ariſtotle proves, that ſome Men by Nature, where 


Born to Command, and others to Obey. And Leo, 


the Emperor, in his Book Entitled, The Preparation for 
War, ſpeaking of a General, fays, That 4 Man onghr to 
be conſider d by his proper V albur and Verte, and not by 
the Blood of thoſe that ** him into the World. 
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The Rewards which the Roman: tis'd to beftow 

- deſerving Soldiers, were either in the Advancement of 
Honour, increaſe of Wealth, or both, according to 
their Merit. 1o bim that had diſmounted an Enemy, 
if a Foot Soldier, was given a Pot of Gold, or a Piece 
of Plate; and if an Horſeman, an Ornamental Bad 

to be ſet on his Creſt. He that firſt mounted the W 

of any Town, Cattle, or Fortified Place, had a Crown 
of Gold. Ottavixs Ceſar after the Philippian War, 
gave to the Legionary Soldiers certain Crowns, and to 
every Captain a Purple Garment. Julius Ceſar after 
bis Yr ph for Victory over Pharnax, gave eyery 
Soldier 5000 Groats; to every Leader and Horſeman 
double the Sum. Pompeius having overcome Mithri- 
dates, before he Triumph'd, beftow'd on every Soldier 
500 Groats, and cn the Captains a far greater Re- 
ward. Nor were the Romans flack in Rewards to 


their Generals, for beſides tneſtimable Preſents, they 


receiv'd them Home with Triumphant Arches; and to 
rpeiuate their Fame, erected Pillars, Statutes, or 
bylisks, beſpcakiug their Victories. 

The Pref+&#i, or Great Commanders, were Elected 
by thoſe Soldiers that bore Targets. The Tribuni Mi- 
litzum had the Advancement by the Voice of Men at 
Arms ; and other Captains or Commanders of a lower 
Quality were choſen by the Chief General: And that 

Perſon, who in Service was moſt Painful, in Action 
' - molt Reſolute, in Council molt Prudent, and in Exe- 
cution moſi Quick, was by the chief Captains Elected 
for their Emperor. 


As to the Derivation of the Word there is nothing 


certain; every Nation almoſt has its diſtinct Title for 
this Supreme Officer of an Army ; but this may be 
ſaid, That Britain, conſidering its extent of Power 
and Dominion, has not been behind Hand with any 
of the Nations in Europe, in producing the molt San- 
guine and accompliſh'd Generals, as all Ages have te- 
ſtiſied, eſpecially the late French War, where their 
Generals and Troops were the chief Support of the 


Common Cauſe, the Saviours of the Weſtern Empire, 


and the Glory of their own Nation. 
Nor 
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Nor is their Power or Prerogative exceeded by the 


Generals of any Nation whatever, either in the Lati- 
qude of, their Commiſſions, or in abſoluts Command 
over the Troops of their own Country under their 
Leading. . 

Conſidering the Eminent Character of this Great 
Othcer, it ſeems ftrange that no Place or Rant is aſſign'd 
him in the Act of Precedency. One Thing obſervable 
therein, I meet with from the Records of Parliament, 
vir. That to the Parliament of 13 Car. 2. there were 
Three Dukes ſummon'd by Writ, via. George, Duke 
of Buckingham, Charle:, Duke of Richmond, and George, 
Duke of Aibemarle ; the Duke of Buckingham was then 
Matter of the Horſe, the Duke of Richmond of the 
Blood Royal, by the Scorriſh Line, yet neither of thoſe 
Two appendant Titles were mention'd in their Wnts; 
but George, Duke of Alb:marle, in his Writ is Enti- 
tled, Generalis exercituum Suorum, and is plac'd the 
Third in that Record, and the Reaſon may be, be- 
cauſe there was no Proviſion for that great Office in 


the Act of Precedency, whereby to precede all of the 


fame Degree, as other Degrees do, being a Title not 
mention*d in the Act, though on ſome Occaſions he 
preceeds by Vertue of his Office the other grand Offi- 
cer*, and fo being not in the Act he is named in this 


Patent the laſt of the Three Dukes, without refpett to 


his Office of General. Nor do I find in any Clasſe 
Raul, or Record, the Title of General annex'd in any 
Parliament Writ to any one of the Degres, except 
this, though Hiſtory pleutitully furniſhes us with ſe— 
veral Pertons of thoſe ſeveral Degrees who were Gene- 
rals when Parliaments were fummon'd : and yet, as I 


aid, there is no Pre viſion in this Act, for the Place or 


Precedency of tius gicat Officer, or the Matter of the 
Horie, as there is for the Marſhal, Adna, Cc. tho 
the great Character of either miglit well have detery'd 
an additional Clauſe to that Act for their Precedenc c. 
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Of the Lord Warden of the Cinque-P 
| and Conſtable of Dover-Caſtle. "_ 


Lambard in his Perambulation of Kent, fays, that 
thele two Offices were diſtinct till they were united by 
the Conqueror, and then given to William Fiennes hi 
Kiniwmon, whom he nam'd Conſtable of Dever, and 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, by Inheritance; and the 
better 10 enable him to ſuſtain the Charge of fo great 


{ix Knights Fees of Land, with Largeſſes to Eight o- 
ther Fatons who came in with him, to atht him in 
, the Guarding thereof; viz. William de Averenche:, 
Fulbert de Dower, William de Arſict, Ranulph de Pevertl, 
Robert de Port, Gilbert de Magminot, Hugh de Crevequey, 
and Adam Fitz-Williams, all Barone. x 
Whether Lambard be right or no in this Point, 38 
to the junction of theſe two Offices, I cannot poſi- 
tively ſatisfy my ſelf, but according to ſome other 
Authors, 1 believe they were genecrilly the fame, by 
another Name; for I find that Godwin Earl of Kent, 
was Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, and Maſter of the Ports, 
and likcwiſe of thoſe Parts of the Sea-Coatisz and had 
the Town of Dover in his keeping, Temp. Edu. the 
Conſeſſor: The fame had Harold his Son, during the 
Cor fe ſſor's Reign; but he coming to be King, Bertram, 
Aſhburnham, a Perſon of great Note in his tune, and 
Aucelter to the preſent Lord Aſhbayaham, was ac- 
cording to ſome Authors Conſtable of Dover Ciltle, 
and Lord Warden, and held that Office for that Year, 
being the firſt and laſt of King Harold. Odo Biſhop 
of Bayeux, and Earl of Kent, fo advanc'd by the 
Conqueror. his half Brother, had next the Town and 
Caſtle of Dover in his keeping, but falling unjuſtly 
under that King's Diſplea ure, the ſame was given 
to Fiennes, as is before ſaid, and then, and ſince, it 
haz had the Title of Warden, and Lord Warden of the 
Cinque- Ports, Cc. and as it has been eſteem d an be 
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see of the higheft Truſt, (for Dover Cattle was an- 
ciently accounted, Clavis Kepagulum torins Regni, 
the very Lock and Key of the whole Kingdom) fo 


it is now efteem'd as a mark of very great Honour and 


Reputation. 

Mr. Prin in his Brevlary cites many Records long 
b:fore Henry VIII. which are uſclels to examine, be- 
cauſe ſome of them have been to long ditus'd, of 
Knights, Juſtices of North Wiles, Treaſurer of Car- 
nerven, Treaſurer of the King's Houſe, Chancellor of 


the Exchequer, Deans, Archdeacons, Eſcheators, and 


others that have been Summon'd by Writ to ſit in Par- 
laments in the Lords Houſe ; but ſince Henry VIII. in 
the Pettibag, ſeveral Writs of Aſſiſtants were ifſued, 
to ſhew the King's Power, ſome of which were Pro- 
feſſors of the Lu, and tome not. , 
There was another Writ, viz. to the Warden 
the Cinque-Ports ; which was not confant, but ccca- 
ſional, tor ſometimes it was directed to an Eul, and 
ſometimes to ſome one Perſon under the Degree of a 
Baron; yet by vertue of the Writ, he was impower'4 
to fit in the Lords Houſe ; but fince Henry IV. dme, 
when that Office was ſupplied by the Prince of Wales, 
after called Henry V. who had 4 Writ with the ad- 
dition of G»ardian Quin que Portuum, that Fruft hath 
been committed to iome one of the Blood Royal, or 
other Great Perionagre, and from that Writ ochcr 
Writs are derive to all the Cinque- Parts, for the Elæcti- 
en of Sixteen Peers to fic in the Hue of Commons, 


who are call'd Barons of the Cinque-Pwris ; They were. 


endow'd with tome {ingular Privileges; and claim! 
to carry the Canopy over the Sovecratgy*s Head at the 
time of the Coronation : They were VIkewile an- 
ciently exempred from Payment of Subſidies, and 
their Heirs freed from Wardſhip cf Body, notwith- 
Fanding any Tenure. They were Impleadable in 
their own Towns onty, and had among tbemſelees in 
each particular Port, their proper Place of Ju/lice, and 
did Juſtice upon Criminal Offenders. They had like- 
wiſe a Right to hold Plea in Actions, Real, and Per- 
ſonal, to take Ce ommance by Fine, to Iufranchite 
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Viilains, with many other Privileges and Immunitin 
that are now diſus'd. f 

Their general Aſſembly was anciently held at 
where certain principal Points relating to the

Here anciently the Lord Warden receiv'd the uſual 
Oath at his firſt entring into that Office; but now i; 
is perfarnid at Dover : At this Place Prince Edward, 
Son of King Henry III. exacted an Oath of Fidelity 
trom the Barors of the Cinque Ports; againſt the 
porters cf the Barons Wars: But the Tryal of Caule, 
and other Matters dependant in the Lord Warden“ 
Courts are now remov'd to Dover. 

Can ben obſerves, That our Warden of the Cinque 
Ports. was in imitation of the ſame Officer which ihe 
Romans eſtabliſh'd for Defence of our Coaſts, afid 
.calPd him, Litoris Saxonici, or tractus Mariuimi Ob 
mitem, who had the Charge of Nine Poris, as the 
Warden had of Five, tho? in reality there are Eight 
fo call'd. He is now in bis Commiſſion ſtil'd, Cu- 
table of Dover - Caſtle, Lord Warden, Chancellor, and 
Admiral of the Cinque- Ports, Cc. 

His Vower by Land is generally eſteem'd to hold

Is a Poſt of very great Honour and Truſt, and 
uſually given to tome Per ſon of Blood and Diſtinction: 
The Name of Conſtable was given to the firſt Go- 
vernor of the Tower by IVilliam the Conqueror, and fo 
t continu'd to be Goveriwd till the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and tome times by a Cuſfos Terris, and in 
his abſence by a Licutenant or Deputy. They had the 


Governmeut of the Tower ſome times during Life, 


and ſometimes during Plerfure,were Privy Countellors, 
and had their Retidence conſtantly within the Tower; 
aud for jometime likewiſe had the Cuſtody of the 
Armones, Storcs, Cr. now principally under the 
Maiter ot the Ordnance, 100 

But now the Lieutenant ſeems to have the Execu- 
uve part, tho? he acts under, and is ſubordinate to the 
Conſtable, in all things relating to the Office of Con- 
ſtable, and in his abſence preſides with as full an
